BYU  Regional  Rodeo  Champions 
Hope  To  Cinch  Down  National  Finals

Brigham  Young  University’s  rodeo  team, 
which  has  collected  more  hardware  than  any 
other  campus  team  this  year,  will  make  a bid 
for  national  honors  this  weekend  in  Douglas, 
W'yo. 

A six-man  team  left  BYU  Wednesday 
for  Douglas,  where  the  top  12  teams  in  the 
nation  will  compete  in  the  National  Collegiate 
Rodeo  Association  championship.  The  first 
events  begin  Thursday. 

BYU  WON  THE  right  to  represent  the 
region  earlier  this  spring  by  copping  the 
district  championship  at  Dillon,  Montana. 
Montana  State  College,  the  team  that  fin- 
ished second  in  the  region,  is  also  invited  to 
the  nationals. 

According  to  Ron  Pace,  coach  of  the 
BYU  rodeo  team,  the  Cougars  should  be 
ranked  with  the  contenders.  The  team  has 
been  in  the  finals  in  three  out  of  the  last 
four  years,  finishing  as  high  as  third  one 
season.  Pace  considers  this  year’s  team  as 
good  as  any  the  Cougars  have  had  in  recent 
vears.

Educators 
To  Conduct 
Writing  Clinic 


Two  national  figures  in  the  field 
of  English  will  conduct  a work- 
shop on  Improving  the  Teaching 
of  Composition  at  Brigham 
Young  University  June  22 
through  July  3. 

Dr.  Wayne  C.  Booth,  chairman 
of  freshman  English  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Chicago,  and  Dr.  Ed- 
ward Lueders,  chairman  of  the 
English  Department  at  Hanover 
College,  will  address  elementary, 
junior  high  and  enior  high  school 
teachers  in  the  new  Y Center. 

The  workshop  will  be  divided 
into  two  parts,  according  to  Karl 
Young,  chairman  of  the  work- 
shop committee. 

In  the  morning  session,  lec- 
tures, panels  and  group  discus- 
sions are  planned  under  the  lead- 
ership of  Dr.  Booth  and  Dr.  Lue- 
ders. During  the  afternoon  the 
participants  will  divide  into  three 
groups  with  elementary  and  sec- 
ondary groups  meeting  separate- 
ly. 

Dr.  Booth  considers  the  compo- 
sition course  “the  most  important 
course  in  the  American  curricu- 
lum today,”  Mr.  Young  said.  The 
lecturer  authored  “The  Rhetoric 
of  Fiction,”  and  was  awarded  the 
Phi  Beta  Kappa  Christian  Gauss 
award  as  the  most  distinguished 
study  of  the  year  in  literature. 

Dr.  Lueders,  editor  of  the  “Col- 
lege and  Adult  Reading  Lists  of 
Books  in  Literature  and  the  Fine 
Arts,”  has  had  a wide  experience 
in  teaching  and  participating  in 
workshops. 

The  workshop  will  be  equiva- 
lent to  two  semester  hours  of 
credit  and  may  be  used  for  cer- 
tification within  the  regulations 
of  the  State  Department  of  Edu- 
cation and  BYU,  Mr.  Young  com- 
mented. 

The  workshop  is  presented  by 
the  English  Department  at  BYU 
in  cooperation  with  the  Office  of 
Special  Courses  and  Conferences, 
and  is  co-sponsored  by  the  Utah 
Council  of  Teachers  of  English 
and  the  National  Council  of 
Teachers  of  English.
